Too many cars are not 


washed frequently enough. 
The owners garage them 
on a storage basis and the 
only washings they receive 
are occasional ones when 
the owners feel so inclined. 
This condition 
is not 


favorable to a ear. It is 


soon dirty ,looks twice as 
old as it really is; and the 
owner's interest in 
it 


dwindles. The clean ear is 
dynamic. 


It attracts, attention, 


even that of the owner and 
his family. , Often a clean 
car is kept in better run- 


ning condition than a dirty 
one. 
On a clean car the 


loose nut is more quickly 
detected, so is the broken 
spring' leaf or the other 
parts that need attention. 
Cleaning the mud off the 
axles, springs, and grease

"•Excluding trespassers, the total number of fatalities in con- 


nection with railway operation was only 3,537, or less than for any 
year since 1900, and 27 per cent less than in 1914, while 
the 


number of passengers carried one mile in 1915 was approximate- 
ly 106 per cent greater and the number of tons of freight hauled 
one mile was about 92 per cent greater than in 1900. 


"The total number of persons killed in 1915", the Railway 


Age Gazette shows, '''was less than for any other year since 1902, 
and the number injured was less than' for any other year 
since 


1911. 
The total number of passengers killed, out of approximate- 


ly one billion carried, was less than for any other year since 1898, 
when only 798,000,000 were carried; and the number injured 
was 


less than for any other year since 190G. The total number of em- 
ployes killed was less than for any other year since 1898, 
when 


there were only about half as many employes as in 191o, anil the 
number injured was less than for any other year sinco 1911. The 
total number of other persons killed, most of whom were tres- 
passers, was less than for any year since 1910, but the number in- 
jured was greater than for any other year except 191-1 and 1913. 


"Railroad conditions are most truly reflected by the number 


of casualties resulting from train operation, which excludes 
in- 


dustrial accidents. This total for 1915 was 71,126, as compared 
with 89,281 in 1914, a decrease of 20 per cent, and was less than 
for any other year in the last decade, except 1909, when the vol- 
ume of business handled was less than in 1915. 
The number _of 


persons killed in accidents connected with train operation, 8,2/8, 
was 16.8 per cent less than in 1914 and was less than for any other 
year since 1901. The number injured, 62,848, was 20.9 per cent 
less than in 1914, and was less than for any other year since 1!)10. 
Excluding industrial accidents, the number of employes killed was 
1809 a decrease of 36 per cent, or less than for any other year 
aince 1897, and the number injured was 1)8,900, a decrease o£ 2a 
per cent, or less than for any other year since 1899. 


"As usual, by far the largest class of rnilwny fatalities was 


that of trespassers, which totaled 5,084. 
While the 
number 
of 


trespassers killed was less than in 1914, the percentage ol 
tres- 


passers killed to all persons killed was increased from 50 per cent 
in 1913 and 53 per cent in 1914 to 59 per cent in 1915, and 
the 


number of trespassers injured was larger than for any year since 
the statistics have been compiled. 


"The number of train accidents in 1915 was 11,542. as com- 


pared with 15,006 in 1914 a decrease of '23 per cent, and was less 
than for any other year in the past ten years, with the possible ex- 
ception of 1909. 
This total consisted of 3,537 collisions, a

"The greatest improvement in safety of railway 
operation 


fi-cr recorded for a year is shown by the annual accident bulletin 


safety first movement, of improvements 
in facilities 
of various 


kinds and of the slump in railway traffic caused by the business 
depression, the accident record of the railways of 
the 
United 


States for 1915 is in most respects the best ever reported, even 
ivlieu allowance is made for, the reduced chances for accident re- 
sulting from the decrease in traffic. It is necessary to go back 
several years, to a time when railway mileage and traffic and the 
number of employes were all very much less than in 1915, to find 
accident figures as small as those reported.for the year. 


" Excluding trespassers, the total number of fatalities in con- 


nection with, railway operation was only 3,537, or less than for any 
year since 1900, and 27 per cent, less than in 1914, 
while 
the 


number of passengers carried one mile in 1915 was approximate-' 
ly KBi per cent ..greater and the number of tons of freight hauled 
one mile was about 92 per cent greater than in 1900. 


"The total Jiumber of persons killed, in 1915", the Kailway 


Age Gazette shows, "was less than for any other year since 
1902, 


sail the number'injured was less than, for any other year since 
1911. 
The total number- of passengers killed, out of approximate- 


ly one billion carried, was less than for any other year since 1898, 
when only 798,000,000 -were carried; and the number injured 
was 


less than for any other year since 1906. The total number of em- 
ployes killed was less than for any other year since 1898,. when 
there were only about half as many' employes as in 1915, and the 
number injured was less than for any other year since 1911.

total number of other,persons killed, most of whom were, tres- 
passers, was less than for any year since 1910, but the number in- 
jured was 'greater than for any other year except 1914 and 1913.

pared with 15,006 in 1914 a decrease of 23 per cent, and was less 
than for any other year in the past ten years, with the possible ex- 
re|itiim of 1909. This total consisted of 3,537 collisions,

crease of 32 per cent; 6,846 derailments, n decrease of 20 per cent, 
and ],15S miscellaneous accidents, a decrease, of 3.4 per cent. The 
nmnln-r of collisions was the smallest in 10 years, and the number 
of collisions and derailment's combined was the smallest, excepting 
in 1W9. since 1903, while the number of persons killed and

jured in collisions and derailments was the smallest reported 
by 


the Commission since 1902. The total number of persons killed in

Tbese figures represent a decrease as 
compared with 1914 of 1,681 in the number killed, or 16.4 per 
tent, nnil 20.622 in the number injured, or 15.9 per cent, and the 
total is less than for any other year since 1911.

ures include 343 employes killed and 99,192 .employes injured in 
'industrial acidcnts', those not occurring in connection with train 
operation, but taking place on railway premises, as in shops, etc.
